Tho town of Loon has bocn a rebel 


stronghold slnca the present revulu- 
tlon broke out. 
It is about holCwuy 


between Lake Managua and the J"»n- 
elfic ocean, had a population of 35,000 
and Is connected by rail with Corinto. 
Trouble bogan in Nlcarau&a in July, 
with President Dla'/.' request for por- 
rnlsalon to go aboard an American 
warship ng a vantag-fr point to dla- 
mlsa "\Var Minister Mcna. 
Dinz ex- 


pressed the opinion that Mena -\vns 
behind x revolution and feared for hla 
lite If ho remained ashore. 


His fears wore 
jusLillcd.

acquired was luccewfully maintained 
till 4(58 B 0, when he Win d«feated 
In a similar contest by his younjer 
rival, &ophocles. 


Aeschylus mortified at the Indignity 


he thought this put upon him, quitted 
Athena and went to Uie court of Hi«- 
ro. kin* of Syracuse. Of the remain- 
ing period of hi* life but little la 
known, except that h» continued to 
prosccato bis favorite pursuit, and 
that hi» residence in Sicily was of
